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The Saints in the valley had been 
specially blessed, notwithstanding the 
adversities attendant upon the first 
settling of a country so far removed 
from the borders of civilization. As 
we have seen, they brought from Nau- 
voo scarcely a week’s supplies for a 
whole people in their exodus ; the rest 
they had to create, by sending their 
Jaborers into the sarronnding country. 
This, with the wise policy of establish 
ing temporary settlements on the route, 


in time to plant their seed and reap 


their harvest, bad preserved them 
from want during their two years’ so. 
journ in the wilderness. But asevere 
winter in the valley on their arrival, 
considering the condition of a comma. 
nity under such extraordinary circum- 
stances, must have been disastrous, or 
at least attended with great; suffering ; 
but Providence was propitions; the 
winter was the mildest ever known in 
that region to this very day; and, 
when the pioneers returned they found 


all well. To use their own expres— 
sions, the ple were bid in the 
chambers of the Lord,” to rest from 
the persecutions of their enemies and 
develop, in their sanctified isolation, 
those social and religious institutions 
which they believed, when perfected, 
would be to the age as the inning 
of a new civilization. 

On the evening of President Young’s 
arrival, two of his daughters, Eliza- 
beth Ellsworth and Vilate Decker, 
with their husbands, who came the 
previous season, made a feast for him 
and sang a salutation, composed for 
the oecasion by Eliza R. Snow; an 
on the Sabbath following, a gene 
welcome was extended by the entire 
community. 

The first celebration in the moun- 
tains was held on the 24th of July, 
1849—the second anniversary of the 
entrance of the pioneers. 

It was a grand primitive festival. 
The feast consisted of bu: few luxuries, 
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yet the day which they celebrated made 
it a crowning occasion ; nor have the 
immense displays of later years over- 
shadowed this one in the remembrance 
of the first settlers of the valley. 

The people, in their satisfied pride, 
united to grace the day with primitive 
taste and beauty, and every device 
which their inventive skill could bring 
into requisition, was exhibited in the 
decorations and performance of the 
day. It was truly a display of civiliza- 
tion in the midst of a rude wilderness. 

The following description of the 
celebration, by the ‘‘ Chief Scribe,” 

ay be of interest to many : 

„The inhabitants were awakened by 
the firing of cannen, accompanied by 
music. The brass band playing martial 
airs, was then carried through the city, 
returning to the Bower by 7 o’clock. 
The Bower is a building 100 feet long 
by 60 feet wide, built on 104 posts, and 
covered with boards ; but for the ser- 
vices of this day a canopy or awning 
was extended about 100 feet from each 
aide of the Bower, to accommodate the 

vast multitude at dinner. 

At half-past seven the large national 
. fag, measuring sixty-five feet in length, 

was unfurled at the top of the liberty 
pole, which was 104 feet high, and this 
was saluted by the firing of six guns, the 
ringing of the Nauvoo bell, and spirit 
stirring airs from the band. 
At eight o’clock the multitude were 
‘called together by music and the firing 
‘of guns, the Bishops of the several 
Wards arranging themselves in the 
‘gides of the aisles, with the banners 
of their wards unfurled, each bearing 
some appropriate inscription. 

At a ouarter-past eight, the Presi- 
‘dency oithe Stake, the Twelve, and 

the bands, went to prepare the escort 
in the following order, at the house 
of President Brigham Young, under 
the direction of Lorenzo Snow, J. M. 

(1) Horace 8. ridge, marshal, on 
‘horseback, in military uniform; (2) 
brass band ; (3) twelve Bishops bear- 
ing the banners of their Wards; (4) 
se venty- four young men dressed in 
white, with white scarfs on their right 
shoulders, and coronets on their heads, 
each carrying in bis right hand a copy 
of the declaration of independence and 
the constitution of the United States, 
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and each carrying a sheathed sword in 
his left hand; one of them carrying 
a beautiful banner, inscribed on it 
The Zion of the Lord: (5) twenty- 
four young ladies, dressed in white, 
with white scarfs on their right shoul- 
ders, and wreaths of white roses on 
their heads, each carrying a copy of the 
Bible and the Book of Mormon, and 
one carrying a very neat banner, in- 
scribed with, Hail to our Captain”; 
(6) Brigham Young, Heber C. Kim- 
ball, Willard Richards, Parley P. 
Pratt, Charles C. Rich, John Taylor, 
Daniel Spencer, D. Fullmer, Willard 
Snow, Erastus Snow; (7) twelve 
Bishops, carrying flags of their Wards; 
8) twenty-four Silver Greys, led by 

Morley, patriarch, each having 
a staff, painted red at the upper part, 
and a bunch of white ribbon fastened 
at the top, one of them carrying the 
stars and stripes, bearing the inscrip- 
tion, Liberty and Truth.” 

The procession started from the 
bouse at 9 o’clock. The young men 
and young ladies sang a hymn through 
the streets, the cannon roared, the 
musketry rolled, the Nauvoo bell 
pealed forth its silvery notes, and the 
air was filled by the sweet strains of the 
brass band. On arriving at the Bower 
the escort was received with shouts of 
“ Hosanna! te God and the Lamb!” 
While the Presidency, Patriarch and 
presiding Bishops were passing down 
the aisle, the people cheered and 
shouted ‘“‘ Hail to the Governor of 
Deseret.” These being seated by the 
committee on the stand, the escort 
passed round the assembly, singing 3 
hymn of praise, marched down the 
aisle, and were seated in double rows 
on either side. The assembly was 
called to order by Mr. J. M. Grant. 
On being seated Mr. Erastus Snow 
offered up a prayer. 

Richard tyne, one of the 
twenty-four young men, came to the 
stand, and in a neat speech presented 
the declaration of independence, and 
the Constitution of the United Sta 
to President Young, which was receiv 
with three shouts, ‘‘ May it live for 
ever,” led by the President. 

The declaration of independence 
was then read by Mr. Erastus Snow, 
the band following with a lively air. 

The clerk then read The Mountain 


there is 
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Standard, composed by Parley P. 


Pratt: 
Lo, the Gentile chain is brok 

Freedom’s banner waves a high.” 
After the above had been sung by 
the twenty-four young men and young 
ladies, Mr. Phineas Richards came 
forward in behalf of the twenty-four 
aged sires in Israel, and read their con- 
gratulatory address on the anniversary 


of the day. At the conclusion of the 


reading, the assembly rose and shouted 
three times, ‘‘ Hosanna! hosanna! 
hosanna! to God and the Lamb, for 


ever and ever, Amen,” while the 


banners were waved by the Bishops. 
The band next played a lively air, and 
the clerk then rose and read an ‘‘ Ode 
on Liberty.” 

The ode was then sung by the twenty- 


four Silver Greys to the tune of 


‘* Bruce’s Address to His Army.” 
The hour of intermission having 


arrived, the escort was reformed, the 


Bishops of each Ward collected the 
inhabitants of their respective Wards 
together, and marched with them to 
the dinner tables, when several thou- 
sand of the Saints dined sumptuously 
on the fruits of the earth. Several 
hundred emigrants also partook of the 
repust, as did also three score In- 
dians.” 


The community grew so rapidly that 
before the close of the second year it 
was deemed wise to establish a consti. 
tutional secular government, and ac- 


cordingly representatives of the people 


met in convention, and formed the 
„Provisional Government of the State 
of Deseret.” A constitution was 
adopted, and delegates sent to Wash. 
ington, asking admission into the 
Union. Here is what they said: 
„We, the people, grateful to the 


Supreme Being for the blessings hith- 


erto enjoyed, and feeling our depen- 
dence on Him for a continuation of 
those blessings, do ordain and esta- 
blish a free and independent govern- 
ment by the name of the State of 
Dess ret, including all the Territory of 


the United States within the following 
boundaries, tu wit: commencing at 
the 33d deg. of north latitude, where 
it crosses the 108th deg. of longitude 
west from Greenwich ; thence runnin 
south and west to the boundary at 
Mexico ; thence west to and down the 
main channel of the Gila River (or 
the northern part of Mexico), and on 
the northern boundary of Lower Cali- 
fornia to the Pacific Ocean; thence 
along the coast northwesteriy to the 
118th deg. 30th min. of west longitude; 
thence north to where said line inter- 
sects the dividing ridge of the Sierra 
Nevada Mountains to the dividing 
range of mountains that separates the 
waters flowing into the Columbia 
River from the waters running into 
the great basin on the south, to the 
summit of the Wind River chain of 
mountains; thence southeast and 
south by the dividing range of moun- 
tains that separates the waters flowing 
into the Gulf of Mexico from the 
waters flowing into the Gulf of Cali- 
fornia, to the place of beginning, as 
set forth in a map drawn by Charles 
Preuss, and published by order of the 
Senate of the United States, in 1848.” 

When it is remembered that this 
vast tract of country, thus mapped 
out for the State of Deseret, is the 
very antipodes of the ancient land of 
Canaan; not flowing with milk 
and honey ;” but literally barren and 
desolate ; the projectors of the scheme 
will surely receive more credit for 
their ‘‘ pluck” than censure for their 
ambition. Nor did the Mormon pio- 
neers wantonly map ont more Territory 
than their faith led them to believe 
they could subdue and occupy; for 
with prophetic eye they saw an innu- 
merable company gathering to their 
standard, in support of the divine 
mission of their Prophet. Neither 
is their faith concerning this matter 
materially changed to-day, notwith- 
standing the fact that Congress has, 
from time to time, largely contracted 
their original boundaries.

So far as they are concerned, the 
people at large in this region are at

architecture, and different motives, 
aims and objects in life. The same- 
ness and tameness of other cities 
disappear in Salt Lake, and for a 
season at least, the ennwied traveler 
finds he has an original study before 
him, one, too, that he cannot compre- 
hend in all its bearings in a few days.”

THE YOUNG ELDERS. 
Forty, years have just passed (July 20t ) since the first Elders landed in Eng- 
Iand to proclaim the restoration of the Gospel of Jesus Christ. This was one 
of the greatest events in the history of the country, although the circumstance 
may find no place in its records as they exist to-day. We will give here the 
names of those who performed this great mission, who changed the current of 
a hundred thousand lives, and opened up the avenues of destiny for their 
posterity, ‘‘down to the last syllable of recorded time.” 

Elders H. C. Kimball, Orson Hyde, Willard Richards, J. Goodson, J. 
Russell, and J. Fielding, were the instruments selected and clothed with 
authority from the heavens for this express purpose; and the mighty hosts who 
have gathered since that time, are testimony to their calling and recognition 
which none can gainsay or resist. The first sermon preached in Preston on the 
23rd July, 1837, threw down that gauntlet to Christendom which remains un- 
lifted to the present time, and this success was not the result of man’s training 
or extra smartness, it was secured in spite of ignorance, inexperience, and 
natural diffidence, demonstrating to every man that God was in it. These 
men put their trust in him, they were inspired by his Spirit, their faith was 
immense, it was immovable in fact, so God signally honored his servants, and 
made them the pioneers of a gigantic work ; their aids and successors, including 
the now President Brigham Young, many of the present Quorum of the Twelve, 
with thousands of Elders, became and were possessed and animated of the same 
Spirit, until their simple words and unfaltering testimony found hearers and 
believers from Land’s End to John O'Groat's. Through all these intervening 
years this missionary element has been abundant; the work which began so 
humbly, yet so successfully, through all the trying periods of the Church's 
history, has been maintained; but most of the men who first consecrated them- 
nel ves to this service have been called to heavier responsibility, or passed to 
the life beyond; they offered on the altar of duty, the flush of youth, with all 
ita enthusiasm and zeal; they gave to it the strength of manhood, with its 
earnest purpose and enlarged experience; the maturity of their powers, the 
rich treasures of accumulated years were also given to the consolidation and 
permanence of the original work; and those who laid down did so in hope, 
that their sons and sons’ sons to the latest generation would perpetuate and 
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mould (under heaven) the growing interests of that organization, and back up 
the principles te which their fathers had given an undivided life. 

Among the many sacredly cheriehed memories of our hearts, none have 
greater interest for us than our early experiences in the Gospel and ministry; 
the almost oppressive consciousness of its superiority, the apparent ease with 
which ve could silence an antagonist, the realizing sense of that authority or 
Priesthood so long unknown, the rushing impulses toward continued work, 
the struggling reach to grasp the glowing future—viz, the fulfillment of pre- 
pbetic utterance within our little day, all these captivated our energies and 
absorbed our being; no ties were so sacred and tender as those begotten of the 
Gospel, no friends so closely cherished as those with whom it gave us contact, 
no work so pleasant as that of seeking to save the lost, and it is through this 
experience we try to clasp the mighty ambitions, yet profound humility of 
those Elders who are now enshrined in memory and history as God's best 
gifts to man.” By this experience we are also enabled to understand the 
feelings of many who succeeded them, particularly those now on the British 
Mission, whom we have seen spring to manhood during our experience in the 
Valleys of the Mountains; sons are they of those old and well tried veterans, 
who on many a stormy battle-field of Mormonism” found alike their glory and 
their name. We comprehend how, in coming into the world’s great mission 
field, they are not called upon (like their predecessors) to fight with the inbred 
traditions of past generations; they are not trammeled and bound with senti- 
ments and ideas alien to the truth, — notions and dogmas which have grown 
with their growth and strengthened with their strength ; they are, as was said 
of such by an old writer, The fairest flowers in creation, the young mind, 
offering and unfolding itself to the influence of Divine wisdom, as the heliotrope 
turns its sweet blossoms to the sun.“ This (with them) is the time of enter- 
prize and hope,” and as they traverse the nations, they are belted with that 
subtle influence called the Spirit of the Almighty, which’ finding a ready 
medium for its ministrations, will radiate the same without colur or refraction 
to all who listen to their words, or test in obedience the Spirit they possess. 

There are now on the, British Mission thirty or more of these young men— 
young Elders under thirty years of age, receiving their first baptism of public 
experience—young men who will express the unsullied purity, the steadfast 
integrity, the anconscious humility, the sincere devotion which is manifested 
by them as a class at home; they are earnest, but unsophisticated ; weak, but 
endowed with almost unused and scarcely comprehended power ; untried, but 
benk on unqualified success; dependent for their daily needs, yet full of faith 
in God and the promises of his servants; bereft of home, wives, families, 
association, yet thoroughly impregnated with the idea that in the practical life 
of the Gospel only is security for that which they seem to have ; self- willed 
almost to a man, yet docile and obedient to authority as a little child ; full of 
vitality, activity and life, yet in a foreign land anxious to use these qualities 
as aids to the bringing of their fellows to that Trath which animates the whole. 
Disraeli well said, The history of heroes is the history of youth.” These are 
heroes—for all high moralities and transcendent virtues, they have but few 
equals and no superiors; religious impulses, religious sentiments, and a reli- 
gious life are their safeguards amid the mad whirl of Babylon which astonishes, 
but fails even momentarily to allure. 
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And this consolidation of character is begotten of righteous training. Samuel, 
John, and Timothy, were no more the ontcome of corsecration than are these 
sons of Israel, walking amid the nations like the three Hebrew children in 
the fiery furnace, without so much as the smell of fire upon their garments, 
they are ensamples and living prophecies of the yet greater progress in human 
development which shall follow ohedience to every righteous law. Nor is this 
imperfect landation meant to depreciate the native Elders or their sons, but 
rather to present before them another consideration which shall influence them 
in gathering where improved and improving conditions will, by silent friction 
bless them, and also prepare their children for the responsibilities of the not 
far distant future. Is itnot a stimulus? and can they not pray for these Elders 
as did old Israel, when he laid his hands upon his sons, The angel which 
redeemed me from all evil, bless the lads” (Gen. xlviii, 16)? And as Jeremiah 
said, Wilt thou not from this time cry unto me; my Father, thou art the 
guide of my youth” (Jer. iii, 4)? So will not their children also cry. 

Ah, surely, when a man can see his sons growing in all the graces of the 
Christian’ character, in all the ways that can ennoble and exalt, in all the 
duties of this great latter-day work, in all faith, patience, integrity and use; 
when he can see them earnest, self-sacrificing, and devoted ; when he can see 
them increasing in knowledge and in wisdom, in good words and good works; 
when he realizes that with increased power his name will run the gauntlet of 
the ages, by virtue of faith in God, of obedience to his servants, of love for 
the Truth, of determination to aid in building up that kingdom and Priesthood 
which shall know no end, surely such an one can feel that he has not lived in 
vain, and when he is called to change this life for a higher, he will be able to 
use the language of Simeon, and say, Lord now lettest thou thy servant 
depart in peace, for mine eyes have seen thy salvation.” 

Yes, it is indeed good for a man that he bear the yoke in his youth“ 
(Lam. iii, 27), he thus becomes established, and it is indeed best, to enjoy that 
youth under the best circumstances, so that half a life be not wasted in un- 
learning, but that that may be learned which is true, perfect, and enduring, so 
may men say of such, as Paul said of Timothy, Let no man despise thy 
youth,” for from a child thou hast known the Scriptures, which are able to 
make thee wise unto salvation,” and ‘‘of quick understanding in the fear of 
the Lord.” 

Let the young Elders take courage, — unto the Lord being determined 
to worthily represent Zion, and sustain their high calling and profession; so. 
shall they honor the fathers who, having borne the burthen and the heat of the 
day, are now fairly entitled, if they desire it, to a season of comparative quiet. 
and rest. | H. W. N. 


ABSTRACT OF CORRESPONDENCE. 
— 
Elder J. McFarland, Prest. of the Newcastle Conference, writes as follows. 
under date Aug. 1, 1877 :— 


This evening we expect to baptize five persons, among them a gentleman. 
and wife of respectable position. I went home with him last night (after ho!d- 
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ing meeting in his vicinity) to arrange about the baptism. He is a shorthand 
reporter for a law firm, I think he said. They seem deeply in love with the 
Gospel. Their conversion came about in rather a strange way. I heard some 
time ago that two or three of the Saints in the suburbs were holding seances, 
so | went out there, and praised their great strength in being able to tickle the 
devil with one hand, and hold on to the iron rod with the other, and that I 
wanted to study their method, as it was all I could do to get along, by giving 
the old General as wide a berth as possible. Well, they said nothing then, 
but I heard of their after mutterings, that they would do as they pleased.” So 
I went again and called a meeting, and told them if they held another seance, 
I would sever them from the Church—that had the desired effect. Then they 
told me about this gentleman, and that at a seance which he attended, a half- 
breed Ute Indian had testified of the truth of ‘‘ Mormonism,” declaring in an 
audible voice that“ Joseph Smith was a Prophet of God, and Brigham Young 
his legal successor.” I appointed another meeting, and sent invitations to 
him and others to attend; they did so, and got more truth than they could 
shake off ; realizing their condition, and expecting Satan’s wrath for this stolen 
march upon him, I have warned them solemnly to repent of spiritualism, as 
their chief sin, before going into the water; they say they will never peep nor 
mutter again. If you think that I have been unwise, or too hasty in this 
delicate matter, please let me know. (Not so.) Brothers Young and Woolley 
have gone down to Scotland with an excursion, to see Glasgow and brother 
Park. They return on Friday morning. We hold camp meeting at South 
Church on Sunday 5th, and at Stockton Sunday following. The brethren. 
study hard, and throw their whole weight into the collar. t Sunday night. 
we opened fire here in the street, at the monument, in the centre of the town. 
As I returned from Sunderland, some come to Jesus” believers had a big 
crowd there, so I stopped and listened, and presently brother R. B. Young came. 
along from Newcastle night meeting, and then brother Woolley from South 
Shields. 1 saw brother Young wanted badly to have a word, so when they 
got through be commenced and spoke like a lion, until the men who had just. 

n melting with the love of Jesus, were seen mocking and scorning his com- 
mandments. I followed, quoting the last of Malachi, and the 14th and last of 
Rev’s, confronting them with the anathemas of Jesus for trying to deny the 
words of the Book. Several of the crowd cried, ‘‘ that is the truth,” and then 
one of the redeemed ones ran off, shouting, ‘‘ only believe, and you will be 
saved.” Is it wise just now to follow up street preaching? The boys” can 
scarcely be kept back.

FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE, 
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Salt Lake City, July 15th, 1877. 
Prest. Joseph F. Smith. 

Dear Brother,—According to pro- 
mise I let you know of our safe arrival 
in this city on the night of the 13th 
inst. We feel to thank God, for we 
can say that all arrived who started 
with us from Liverpool, without a 
scratch or a bone broken, all are here 
sound and whole. A more happy and 
a more thankful lot of Saints t think 
have never arrived in Zion before; 
even the sisters had every thing nicely 
to time, so we had no births on the 
way, but immediately on our arrival 


we had one, and they are doing well. 
We married three young Scandinavian 
couples, while on the trip across the 
Atlantic. Through the aid and effi- 
cient assistance of the returning mis- 
sionaries, we were enabled to keep good 
order and decorum through all the 
towns and places on our route. Mat- 
ters were so arranged that we left New 
York the day we arrived. We have 
not incurred an extra dollar’s worth 
of debts since leaving Liverpool. 1 
have seen President Young just long 
enough to say a few words in regard 
to the mission. I am pleased to say 
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his health is very good. I have not 
seen your family yet; we have been 
so busy with the baggage, which we 
have nearly got through with, but I 
will see them before leaving the city, 
and if 1 find them anything but well 
I will let you know. I have beard 
however, that they are all well. 

Myself and returning missionaries, 
desire to be kindly remembered at 
42,“ and our continual prayers are 
that God our Heavenly Father, may 
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bless you and all that are laboring 
under your directions. May you be 
successful in spreading the truth, and 
gathering in the honest in heart.

CONFERENCE MINUTES. 


9 — 


Conference for the Liverpool dis- 
trict convened, as per announcement, 
in the Mechanics’ Hall, Lamberbeada 
Green, near Wigan, on the 5th inst., 
at 10.30 a.m. The tollowing Elders 
were present: Jos. F. Smith, Prest. 
of the European Mission; H. W. 
Naisbitt and C. W. Nibley, of the 
Liverpool Office; James Mellor, Prest. 
-of, William Ashworth, J. E. Cowley, 
J. Steele, and Mahonri M. Steele, 
Traveling Elders in the Liverpool Cou- 
ference; Wm. W. Galbraith, Prest. 
of, and S. L. Richards, D. D. McArthur, 
A. A. Kimball, and O. H. Riggs, Tra 
veling Elders in the Manchester Confe- 
rence. Also Elder A. Miner. Saints 
were also present from Preston, South- 
port, Midge Hall, Ramsbottom, Craw- 
thaw Booth, St. Helens, Liverpool, 
and other Branches round about. 

Conference called to order by Prest. 
Mellor, who gave out the first hymn, 
„The morning breaks,“ etc., which 
was sung. Prayer by Elder M M. 
Steele. Singing, Joy to the Lord,” 
etc. The statistical and financial re- 
— were then presented by Prest. 

ellor, and accepted by the Confe- 
rence. The general and local autho 
rities and Traveling Klders were also 
sustained in the usual manner. 

Eider A. A. Kimball was then in- 
trodueed, who in a few brief remarks 
spoke of the value of prayer, and ne- 
cessity of seeking unto the Lord, so 
we might be valiant in testimony to 
the truth. 

Elder. Wm. Ashworth remarked 
that the Latter-day Saints were pecu- 
liar in the faith that no man could lay 
down rules for the guidance of his 
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fellows. From Genesis to Revelations 
those who were led aright were Jed by 
revelation. Many in this age feel 
wise enough to make their own reli- 
gion, they do not need revelation ; 
the Latter day Saints feel that they 
do, and that by it they will altimately 
be led into all truth. 

Elder Joseph Cowley said he was a 
new beginner, but he hoped yet to be 
able to preach the Gospel as with the 
sound of a trump, for he had a testi- 
mony as to its truth. Said that in the 
Isle of Man, where he had been preach- 
ing, he had found a superstitious peo- 
ple, a people who only asked or wanted 
to find out à better way of living, 
leaving religion to take care of itself; 
still there was probability of a Branch 
being raised there, but if not, if he 
fuund it impossible by testimony to 
convert the people, be bad been con- 
verted himself, and had received know- 
ledge and testimony for himself, and 
without that he considered it an im- 
possibility to stand. 

Eider Mahouri M. Steele said the 
Gospel can make good men out of bad 
men, aod better men out of good men. 
Had conversed with many in his tra- 
vels in Ireland and elsewhere, and 
had thought previously that the peo- 
ple believed the Bible, but his mind 
had changed in regard to this; yet, if 
no Bible or Testament were in exist- 
ence, our testimony is just as binding 
and true as was that of Noah. The 
earth will be cleansed by fire as it had 
been by water, and no man can seal 
the mouth of the Lord. Many ex- 
cuse themselves for neglect of obedi- 
ence on the ground that they have no 
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timo. Tour religion is all right, may. 
be, but we have no time to attend toit.“ 

Prest. Jos F. Smith said it had 
been interesting to him to hear the 
young Elders. Persons unacquainted 
might think it strange that men should 
be sent out to preach with so little ex. 
perience, yet examination would show 
that the Savior had done the same. 
He found the fisherman by his net, 
and said, Come, follow me;“ to 
another receiving customs, follow 
me; to another who sought excuse, 
saying, Let me first go and bury 
my father,” he said, Let the dead 
bury their dead, follow thou me ;” and 
if the Elders would but trust in and 
live to the Lord, his Spirit would 
enable them to speak by the power of 
God and not of man. 

See these young Elders, after a few 
years of experience, and they will be 
able to lead the people in the ways of 
life and salvation ; even now they can 
sit down in quietude and confound 
the ministers of the day—men taught 
in schools, and presumedly versed in 
the Scriptures. 

Tbe Gospel is the wisdom of God, 
but it would have been folly had he 
not adapted it to the capacity of men, 
and given it in language which they 
could understand. If an angel camp 
to minister, be must make himself 
understood, so that if rejected, men 
may abide the consequences. The 
Bible is in the language of amen, writ. 
ten by Prophets, Seers, and men of 
God — words spoken by Abraham, 
Moses, David, Isaiah, Jesus, Peter, 
Paul, and other Apostles, some pos- 
sessing a better knowledye and use of 
language than otbers, and some like 
Matthew, whe was more explicit than 
Mark or Luke, and John who seemed 
to give more light in some directions 
than all the others; so in the Acts we 
have the record of the practices of the 
early believers, men with passions and 
failings like others, and using language 
dependent upon their opportunities 
and experience, yet receiving of the 
‘Spirit of the Almighty, and being 
‘dictated by it, and easy to be under- 
‘stood by all those who enjoy and read 
by the same Spirit. 

Every Christian“ in our day calls 
the Bible an inspired book, but in 
what does this inspiration consist? Is 


it in the paper, the ink, or in the bind- 
ing? Are these inspired? No! bat. 
it is an inspired book because the men 
who wrote the contents thereof were 
inspired of the Holy Ghost. For men 
to read and understand it, they must 
have the same Spirit—without this. 
„the letter killeth,” it is “the spirit 
which giveth life;“ hence you hear 
continued testimony from those who 
have been baptized—who have received 
the Holy Ghost by the laying on of 
hands—that the Bible is no longer a. 
sealed book, it has become a new and 
plain book, where before it was a 
mystery. No man by his own wisdom 
can find out God. The Ohristian world 
read the Bible, in it we are told (by 
the Apostle John) of a certain ruler 
of the Jews named Nicodemus, who. 
came to Jesus believing him to bea 
teacher sent from God. You are all 
acquainted with that history. Jesus. 
said unto him, ‘‘ Except a man be 
born again, he cannot see the kingdom 
of God.” Nicodemus expressed his 
astonishment; and queried, Hor 
can a man be born when he is old” ? 
Jesus answered, ‘‘ Verily, verily, I 
say unto thee, Except a man be born 
of water and of the Spirit, he cannot 
enter into the kingdom of God.” Now 
how many times have the world,—have: 
we read this, yet did not understand, 
and this ie true. Men may follow their 
own ideas till doomsday, and unless 
they accept this doctrine and its 
practice, they ‘‘ cannot enter into the 
kingdom of heaven.” Men and min- 
isters preach everywhere, All you 
have to do is to believe,” ‘* Only be- 
lieve and you shall be saved.” If the 
Savior told the trutb, and we know he 
did, this teaching is all folly, all chiid’s 
play ; it is the doctrine of devils, in- 
spired of them to lull men into ease, 
neglect of duty and consequent des- 
truction. Jesus was and is the head, 
he is the door, be is the way, the 
truth, the life.“ But say the Christian 
world did he not say on Calvary, It 
is finished 7?’ It so there is there- 
fore nothing more to do.” Nothing 
more todo? Where then was the re- 
surrection? Was not life and immor- 
tality brought to light by the Gospel 3 
yet when he declared, It is finished, 

he had not yet died, the great work 
was yet to do, it was after this he broke 
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the bands of death, and became the 
first fruits of them that slept; it was 

-after this that he breathed on them, 
and said, ‘‘Receive ye the Holy 
Ghost”; it was after this that he gave 
his last commission, and sent out his 
disciples ‘‘to preach the Gospel to 

every creature, he that believeth and 
is baptized shall be saved, ard he that 
believeth not shall be damned.” 

After his death the disciples had re- 
turned to their several occupations, 
supposing all was done,” some 

with murmuring in their hearts say- 
ing, we had thought this was he that 
„should have redeemed Israel,” but 
at the news of his resurrection they 
gathered again. Do not men know 
these things? go where you will amid 

-Christendom and ber ministers, and 
both old men and young fledgelings 
say, ‘‘Only believe and you shall 
‘be saved”; yet the Scriptures plainly 
gay that Jesus taught, If ye love me 
keep my commandments.” The young 
‘man came enquiring, ‘‘ Good master, 
what shall I do to inherit eternal life“! 

-Jesus said unto him, Keep the oom 
mandments”; but says one, Is it not 

necessary to believe“; yes, but those 
who really believe will also act, no man 

need go to school or college to under- 
stand this, let him read the Scriptures, 
go he will be taught, and know also 
that ‘‘no Scripture is of any private 
interpretation”; but Holy men of 

God spake as they were moved by the 
Holy Ghost”; men are led by tradition 
to this Book worship, and not because 
-it is divine, we are not called to this, 
but wecan reverence it because it is good, 
very good, and useful, until men be- 

come established, when they will cease 
to pin their faith to any book or man, 
but will look to the source of both, and 
enjoy bis spirit. The opinions and 
practices of the Latter-day Saints, al- 
though Scriptural, may be obnoxious 

to mankind, yet as one born and reared 
among them, and who since has tra- 
veled in Christendom and heathendom, 
I can testify that the latter nave many 
ideas which would put to the blush the 
most enlightened nations of the former, 
and that the Latter-day Saints for 

-kindness of heart and love for the hu- 
man race, are far ahead of all, and 
this they have demonstrated in the 

_gathering and redemption of 150 thou- 
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sand to the valleys of the mountains, 
This they have done at the sacrifice of 
years of labor, and by giving of their 
substance with a liberal hand, even to 
the extent of almost taking the bread 
from their families in order that they 
might gather their brethren and sisters 
from the nations of the earth, and 
then when they arrived in Utah, have 
opened their houses, feeding them 
and taking care of them until they 
could do better for themselves. Yet 
there are no beggars with us, thongh 
there may be many poor,—the poor 
who have been gathered so they might 
lay down their bones in peace, to come 
forth with the Saints in the first resur- 
rection. What more have we done? 
We have built up schools, meeting- 
houses, and Temples; we have given 
a tenth of our increase that we might 
preach the Gospel to the nations of 
mankind, that the families of the El- 
ders of Israel in their absence might 
be sustained. Do they go hungry or 
naked? Are they not looked after? 
Are they not blessed? Yes, these are 
their privileges and the duties of the 
Saints. Here upon this stand, are 
fourteen men who have come from 
Utah to preach the Gospel to you,— 
they have been devoted enough to 
leave their families and friends,—they 
come here paying their own passage, 
and a good deal of their own expenses, 
asking no remuneration or reward. 
Where are those who will do this 
among other religionists, and who will 
submit to the scorn, contempt and mis- 
representation of the world as well? 
Most, if not all of those who go to 
preach to the heathen or elsewhere, 
have a good salary at their backs; but 
the Elders of Israel go for the sake of 
doing good. Could these men be hired 
to leave their homes, their families, 
and their friends for money? No. 
If they have the right spirit, money 
would not tempt them to do so; but 
when duty calls, they are on hand, they 
then can leave all, dedicating those 
they hold most dear, to God, and go to 
rid their garments of the blood of this 
generation. They do this because they 
know it is true. What is true? The 
Gospel. What Gospel? The Gospel 
of the New Testament, the Gospel of 
Jesus Christ. As Peter knew that 
Jesus was the Christ, so do these know 
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it. There is something more in all 
this than the simple I believe,” —it is 
like producing like. If you plant an 
acorn, will it produce an apple? If 
you plant an apple, will it produce an 
oak? It will not, because it hath been 
otherwise decreed ; in the beginning 
God ordained that every herb and tree 
and plant bearing seed should repro- 
_ duce its kind; and the Gospel is also 
an eternal principle, producing its 
kind; men have to be buried with 
Christ in Baptism, they have to honor 
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this law, then they bud, blossom, and 
bear fruit. If Jesus had failed in 
obedience to this eternal law, he would 
have failed to continue as the Savior, 
and the Author of life and salvation, 
and would have become a son of per- 
dition. These are Bible Truths, philo- 
sophical truths and Eternal Truths. 

Choir sang, ‘‘ Praise God from whom 
all blessings flow.”

Dear Sir,—We started, in com. 
pany with brother Joseph Young, sen., 
A. P. Rockwood, James Livingston, 
Superintendent of the quarry, and 
Conductor William Newell, arriving at 
the granite quaray, Little Cottonwood 
Canon, at nine in the morning, and 
were cordially entertained. After 
breakfast we were shown around the 
building and its surroundings, through 
the kind attentions of brother Living. 
aston. We were introduced to a com- 
‘pany of forty-one men, as they sat at 
dinner, and who take a respite of an 
hour from their hard labors. This 
room is spacious and will accommodate 
about fifty men at the table. Ina 
‘short space of time we found it 
turned into a meeting room. By 
request, brothers Joseph Young and 
A. P. Rockwood and myself ad 
dressed them. The remarks were well 
«calculated to encourage them in their 
present lonely condition, as several 
weeks have elapsed since many of them 
have had the privilege of being at 
home to attend to their families. 
Three sisters, who appear to be acting 
as cooks, were also present and were 
entitled to our thanks and best wishes 
for the interest they took in spreading 
before us the delectable dishes. The 
establishment, though bailt of logs, 
seemed to have every convenience for 
entertaining strangers as well as the 
workmen, and everything about it 
indicates order, regularity and neat- 
ness. 


After dinner, through the courtesy 
of brother John Hubers, we took a 
ride to the Quarry in a comfortably 
seated vehicle. What most attracted 
our attention was a mammoth sized 
piece of granite, which had recently 
been separated from its native bed, 
and the mountain to which it was 
attached. There it stood like a great 
castle, seemingly bidding defiance to 
any set of competitors who should 
undertake to handle it, but the reso- 
lute, sturdy hands of the stalwart men 
had said in their hearts it should come 
down from its lofty height, we wit- 
nessed them, and made it to turn over 
on its side. The following were its 
dimensions—length 50 feet, breadth 
40 feet, and height 25 feet. We 
thought we would try the solidity of 
it, and found it to contain 560,000 
cubic feet. We tried what its weight 
would be, and found its weight abont 
8,500,000 pounds or 4,250 tons. We 
inquired what they calculated to do 
with such a formidable chunk. The 
answer was, to divide it into pieces of 
the average weight of 2,500 pounds 
each, and found it could be sliced up 
into 3,400 pieces. A goodly yield from 
one stone. 

Brother Livingston stated that daily 
there were from three to four car loads 
shipped from the quarry to the Temple 
Bl showing evidently that some 
sort of exercises in the noble art of 
drilling is going on in the Territory 
of Utah.
